Amendment  No.  5  to  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements 
(Agricultural  Economics)  No.  105. 


By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  by  the  United  States  Cotton  Futures  Act  of 
August  11,  1916  (39  Stat.  476),  as  amended  by  the  Acts  of 
March  4,  1919  (40  Stat.  1343,  1351),  May  31,   1920  (41  Stat. 
725),  and  February  26,  1927  (44  Stat.  1248),   I,  R.  W.  Dunlap, 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  do  make,  prescribe,  publish, 
and  give  public  notice  of  the  following  amendment,  which 
shall  be  in  force  and  effect  on  and  after  this  date,  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  said  Act  as 
amended : 

In  regulation  6  strike  out  sections  7  and  8  and  substitute 

therefor  the  following: 

"Sec,  7.     If  cotton  be  reduced  in  value,  by 
reason  of  the  presence  of  extraneous  matter  of 
any  character  or  irregularities  or  defects  below  its 
grade  or  below  its  apparent  length  of  staple  accord- 
ing to  the  official  cotton  standards  of  the  United 
States,  the  grade  or  length  of  staple  from  which 
it  is  so  reduced,  and  the  grade  or  length  of  staple 
to  which  it  is  so  reduced,  and  the  quality  or 
condition  which  so  reduces  its  value,  shall  be 
determined  and  stated." 
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In  regulation  6  renumber  section  9  so  that 
the  same  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  section  8.
